Another "prize novel" - this the winner of the "All Nations Prize" - and 
already the Literary Guild has bestowed its accolade by making this its January sel- 
ection. It is a haunting sort of book, with a fascination that grows on the reader - 
a fascination that is at the same time almost repulsion. A segment of exile tragedy 
and futility and frustration, admirably and bitingly etched in all its heartbreakin; 
reality. The story focuses on a Hungarian family in Faris, with thwarted Anna un- 
successful in her loves, her friendships, her ambitions, bj) her very character giving 
the family the only stability it has. The whole story is a commentary on the dangers 
of nationalism, the problems of social barriers. One gets a vivid sense of panorama 
of many lives and people - of volatile Paris quick to condemn on the ground of na- 
tional prejudices, quick to forget and start over again. The style - at times so 
swiftly paced and sparingly restrained as to seem effervescent, is again trying in 
its use of the present tense to create - unsuccessfully - a sense of here and now. 
The book is certain of wide publicity and extensive advertising. It is so nearly

One sees into the hearts and souls and minds of the 
people, combatants and non-combatants, men and women and children, and successive 
scenes are bitten into the consciousness with acid. An indictment of war - without 
one word of judgment.
